Less Than Average Amount 
Sunshine and Warmth 



The actual warm weather this sum- 
mer has been unusually short while 
with the exception of March we have 
had a less than average amount of 
sunshine, the Daily was informed to- 
day by the operator In charge of tho 
observatory. Every month this year, 
with the exception ot .lanuaiy and 
Kcbru;iry. lias had a lower temper- 
ature than normal, .^galn, March has 
been the only nionih ih s year which 
has had more the average amount of 
sunshine. All other months have had 
less than normal. 

The last two weeks in July and th 
first week in August were the only 
ones which provided us with some real 
tummer weather. In these weeks the 
temperature was higher than normal. 

Over a period of twenty-four hours, 
on the fifth ot this month, the rain 
fall this month so far has been one 
and seven tenths inches. Our quot 
for the month, taking the averag 
rainfall over .t number, of years, is 
three and iwo tenths inches. We have 
■ ilready had more than half our quol-i. 

Tuesday the maximum tcmperaturo 
was seventy-four degrees. This was 
fifteen degrees above the average 
normal temperature. The humidity 
w.is also very high making the 
wcsilher like that of a summer day 
Teniiieiature dropped twenty degrees 
Tuesday night.

On the modest stone 
that stands in front of tho Arts build- 
ing — the home of the College that 
bears his name — for II was a condi- 
tion of his will that one of the col- 
leges of the university should be 
named utter' him and known as Mc- 
Gill College, you may read the brief 
and simple story of his service lo this 
the land of his adoption, and 4o the 
world. But louder and more ioiprcs- 
sive tha.n the Inscription on that mod- 
est stone, speaks Ihe visible and lin- 
inorlal monument to his career — llie 
great university whiiicli so proudly 
bears his name across the years and lo 
which you iiave pledged allegiance. Jt 
reminds us that James McGill, the 
Montreal business man, amassed a fair 
fortune as fortunes were reckoned in 
those pioneer Canadian days, but il 
also reminds us he regarded Ihe pos- 
session of thai fortune as providing

Allhongli eonvocallon was billed to 
stJirt at I o'clock, y«l by Ï.30 a largo 
excited crowd .already borilercd tho 
route from the Itodpath Ubrary to 
tho Royal Victoria College, One if 
the most striking scenes before the 
slarl of the procession wore Ihe lit- 
tle grmiiiN of liiaduiites strulltng about 
tho campus, greeting each other ami 
talking about bygono days. The motor, 
the mounted, and tho fool police, ns 
thoy bustled ubout, putting the crowd 
in order, did much lo intensify tho at- 
mosphere of cxcitomcnl. 

The Procession started from the Red- 
path l..lbr.n-y at 3.45. At the hctid. with 
n guard of' mounted police, came the 
Ulght Honorable Viscount Willlngdon, 
Governor-General of Canada; the 
l^rinclpal; th . Chancellor; the Rev. 
Archdeacon K. G. Scott; Mr, J. Willis; 
F. G. Finley; and the rest of tliu 
senior' party. Following these came 
tho candidates for degrees and the 
grachiates. The scene, as the multi- 
colored figures slowly filed down the 
campus-road, was a colourful one. 

When the Roddick Memorial Gates

"I have always since my gradtiatlonj 
been .keenly interested In tho doings 
of both Graduates and undcrgr-i-duatcil 
ot my old ,\lma Mater." slated Mr, 
Alexander Itobcrslon who graduated 
from II. rather small and obscure Uni 
vers'.ty in tho year 1870. The name of 
that University was McOIII, and tho 
faculty in which the gentleman gradu- 
ated was the Karitlly of Arts, which 
wan the only faculty for which a pro- 
per building was provided. ' Mr. 
Robertson Is the oldest graduate who 
will attend the Hc-Unlon whioh starts 
this mornVng. In a flood of humour- 
ous and Interesting romlnisccncos, ha 
deftly drew a striking picture of the| 
different condltiona which existed in' 
the college activities sixty years ago 
îind at the present time. It was very 
pleasant to the dally reporters to see 
this old gentleman who was at one 
time a ;studlou8 young man with an 
inclination towards pranks with tho] 
other students of his day, light up 
with a .still j'outhful smile as he 
brought back Incidents of his early 
college career for- the reporter; 

"Yes", he continued, "It was in the 
fall of 18S«,;that'I entered for the first 
time the gates 'of the university as a 
student. The college consisted then of 
b'ut the arts building whloli was torn 
down th 8 spring. The old Molsons 
Hall had just been erected a short 
\rhilo before,^ and^ lncludiBd the hall It- 
self, which was used for a great many 
years as the convocation and esamtn- 
at on hall,..and..the downstair.i portion, 
which housed for a great many years 
the inadequate collection ot books 
which was for a long time McGlll's 
only libroryS'i'The east block was also 
erected at the time, but was used as a 
residence by Sir William Dawson, who 
was principal of tho university. The 
term was nb'oiit the same length as at 
present, lasting from the middle ot 
September to the beginning of May. 
The students , were for tho most part 
conscientious in thc'r work, for in 
these compamtively pioneer days, 
great hardsh'ps were cnttiiled In 
many cases by those Intending to 
completo a university career. .Many 
were able to earn their own way 
through college t|iroiSgrh|; tutoring and 
work during the s'umtniBr. The fees 
for one year In Arts amounted to but 
twenty tlollara, and a student, with a 
little scrimping, was able to live on

sence of our new Visitor, Viscount Willingdon. 

Not the least outstanding feature of the day was the stir 
ring address delivered by Sir Arthur Currie. From its inception 
McGill has had important responsibilities; in the history of this 
Dominion she has played a leading role, and our Principal, in a 
most impressive speech, told how McGill has fully measured up 
to these duties. 

And, in the Jight of some recent events, we point with no 
little elation to the emphatic note sounded by Sir Arthur upon the 
imperial character of this college. "Always from local or j)arty 
influence, we are united in a positive way with the great uni- 
versities of our Empire," lie said. 

Behind us lie the wonderful traditions of pur. Alma Mater, 
before us lies the duty to carry on, ever and unfailingly, these 
traditions. "Before us the gates are opening into unprecedented 
spheres of service" — and we shall serve well if we try to emu- 
late the ideals of this university's founder — James McGill. 



CONVOCATION DAY. 

Convocation Day at a university is always a.^lay of mingled 
joy and grief, overlaid with the ambitious and high hopes of 
youth. Yesterday was no exception to the rule. 

To the thirty-one graduates who received their degrees at 
the hands of Sir Arthur Currie, yesterday was a red letter day, 
the placing of the cope-stone on years of study that at times have 
seemed irksome; and the day of farewell to the Alma Mater. 

AVe remind those who received the precious parchment that 
they are to be cherished, not as awards, but as passports to new 
opportunities. They represent an achievement that is not an 
end in' itself but a means to a greater end. The moment that the 
i^hewly fledged graduate receives his degree, he ceases to be a 
niere individual and becomes an ambassador of .Old .McGill in 
the great world. And ambassadors like he immèdiatély accept a 
new and grave responsibility, that of ever preserving untar- 
■nished the good name of McGill. A.<; they have comported 
themselves in the confined commonwealth of the university, so 
will they acquit themselves in the wider life beyond. 

If the receiving of these degrees marks the end of a period 
of study its significance is swallowed up in the broader aspect 
that they stand on the threshold of those careers for which ^they 
have been preparing, .^s ambassadors of McGill in the years to 
come, it is by the measure of traditions which you have imbibed 
and the high ideals which you have absorbed that you will be 
judged rather than by j^our book learning. 

You are leaving this world to enter a bigger world with the 
blessing of McGill. Year by year McGill is erideavoui-ing to" set 
the standard of her scholarship on an even higher plane. ' In 
many branches of learning she vies with the other great univer- 
sities of the world. Less ostentatiously but with abundant sin- 
cerity her history is being so shaped that sHe may become a 
beacon light to the growing army of graduates whom she lias 
sheltered, and who have real j-easons for being proud of the 
"Queen of the Colleges, dear OLD McGILL." 



OUR DEBT TO SCIENCE. 

« Among many people the study of pure science is considered 
rather a useless occupation. Fitter work for an impractical 
dreamer rather than the man of affairs. "Henry Ford," they 
say "never studied Physics or Chemistry, John D. Rockefeller 
never studied Botony or Geology. Of what practical use is all 
your science?" 

These people would probably be surprised to learn that Sci- 
ence told Rockefeller where to drill for his oil. That by telling 
'him in what-ltinds of geological formation oil was found millions 
of dollars wei'e saved from useless prospecting, and by telling 
in what formations oil would not be found, 'for the simple reason 
that that particular formation was older than the oil deposits 
and so all oil must be on top of it, oil companies were enabled 

■ io save much expense from useless drilling. 

We all recognize the great debt that Canadians owe to the 
Dominion ceariologists for their discovery and perfection of 

.. lâarqùis wheat. Marquis wheat ripens ten days .sooner than any 
other wheat that has been grown in Canada and in the United 
States. As a result of the painstaking work of these scientists 
there has been added to the wealth of Canada new wheat fields 
Istretching over a territory nine hundred miles long and one hun- 
dred miles wide. Fifty seven million acres have l)een added to 
the food producing area of the world and the Canadian wheat 
crop was increased by millions of bushels every year. 

This means a very great deal to Canada and a great deal to 
other countries in the northern latitudes. Other countries which 
y/ill now be able to turn millions of acres, heretofore considered 
|i#lueless, to the wlieal producing area of the world. 

, /;;^^,;|t.sis to such scientists, toiUng in their laboratories and 
'î^^ without hope of renumeration that we owe our pre- 

■ sent comforts and luxuries, and even pur preservation. The in- 
fc.iventor of the iirst crude stone weapon was a scientist, and by 
^' (giving him power of life and death greater than that of his fel- 
low creatures, he ruled the world.

Ills 
oyea looked far Into the future, and 
he saw In Canada a country of tre- 
mendous rcioinre."! and cnormons i)o- 
tentlal po.>islljllllles. lie naw Canada, 
too, the homo of a .xtrdnK, virile peo- 
ple, lie knew that If these resources 
were to Itc dc developed and these po- 
tentialities probed, the engineer, the 
scientist and the business man must 
be forlhconilnK. He realized that II' 
that virile people were to be bIvcu h 
fair chance, were to be made happy, 
contented and prosperous, facllitioa 
would have to be provided to train 
the teacher, the minister and the ice- 
Islator. 

James :;McGni.;TVas a Scot. He be- 
lieved In cduci\tion. He knew what 
education had done for his natlvo land 
and what Scotland educationally was 
iloins; for the i<-orId. He believed in 
the ooniliinallon of the Ideal and tbo 
practical in education — a combination 
so characteristic of the Celt. He knew 
that Scotland was the most practical 
of countries, but he knew, too, that 
Scotland believed in the idealistic, 
oven the mystic, in education, and 
practised It.s belief. Ho felt that If he 
look the proceeds of his material world 
to develop tho things of the spiritual, 
he was but pursuing the Ideal path of 
life and duly. And so it was only nat- 
ural that he should found In Canada a 
college "for the puriioses of education 
and the advancemenl of li'iirnlng" — to 
quote his will — In which all branches 
of knowledge should be respected and 
imparted, 

Good Citizen. 

.Tames McGill was a good citizen and 
a good business man. Being such, he 
doubtless had many ideals, but the 
one which has Impressed me most was 
thai one to which he gave pruclical 
oxprc.s.-^lon when ho founded thix uni- 
versity. Though a successful man of 
affairs, keen on the developmonl of 
this country's resources, sensing the 
possibility of the creation of "great 
wealth in thai development, he seemed 
10 fear the possibility of an over em- 
phasis on Canada's matiM-lal side while 
the cultural side of the nation's life 
might be neglected. He was a man 
of dreams, and a man of realities. As 
the former he was not indifferent to 
tho practical side of life, as the latter 
he would not neglect the things of 
the spirit. He believed th.il the human 
mind will always remain the prime 
factor in the onward march towards a 
higher plane of natlorialt.Hfe, and that 
as a. consequence there is nothing 
more important in a civilized nation 
than its educational eatablishment.s 
and its attitude towards education. Ho 
believed that educational ideals and 
more especially how these Ideals arc 
put in practice arc the IrucHl index 
of a nation. He held that the educa- 
tion of a people is "the consequence 
of all it believes, and the source of 
all it Is destined to be." 

Generous as was the bequest of 
.lames McGlU, it provided but a .fmall 
part of what constitutes the .McGlU 
of today. With him we must in our 
gratitude associate all those other gen- 
(.•rou!? and high -Koiilcd men and women 
wlio.se inleresl In education, whose 
failli and pride In McGill, have mude 
possible the maintenance, progress and 
development of this institution. 

liul while ll Is a day of grateful re- 
nienibrancc of our loundur and bene- 
factors, il also brings other memories 
to the great majority of those uaaein- 
blod here this afternoon. You are 
looking back upon the golden years of 
comradeship spent here. Years that 
cannot come again. You loll licre with 
hlgli hopes of Individual adv.'incemenl 
and the part you would play in world 
advancement, Here you lingered while 
gathering strength and wisdom for 
the ljuHini.Hs- iif living. Hero you sought 
to dl.scovor tluj.si; deepest lealltlea of 
soul wliicl) lies nearest Iho source 
from whlcii all .souls spring. Jlere you 
learned to see thrrough appearances 
to realities. Here you learned to pene- 
Irate all disguises, all slinmc, .ill hy- 
jiocrislcs.

Huh he not been 
taught to sec things as they ai'c, to go 
right to tho heart of things, to bu un- 
influenced by the irrelevant, to .xvold 
funatlcisni ujid bigotry'/ C.nnnot his 
sense of fair |)lay be dejjended upon? 
Does he not possess the discipline that 
enables a man to pluy the game of life 
squarely, to lead, or to follow a lead 
cr, to unite his efforts with those of 
others for the common weal, to play 
ilic pari assigned to him as u mom 
ijor of Ills country's team, and to do 
his duty until the final whistle blows'/ 
It la the discipline which wc knew 
during the years of war tragedy, the 
discipline that enabled u man to take 
his place, whothor in command or in 
tho ranks, and to sacrifice his own dc 
sires und his own glory for tliu sake 
of a common victory. Jt is a high do 
mand, but Jt is th^ dcmapd fixod by 
public opinion In ' the college world,' 



and by sentiments Inherited of loyalty 
and honour. 

Alma Mater's Ideals. 

It may bo that you have boon dis- 
appointed in the world, that you have 
found it unresponsive to yon- well-in- 
tentioned efforts. its materialism 
may liiivo dulled your spiritual hopes, 
its Holflsbnass may have blunted your 
enlhusinsm. Its frivolities may have 
blurred tho vision splendid. It may 
he that in your search for happiness 
tragic circiUnHtances have surrounded 
you. There may have been the loss of 
friends, tho wreck of fortunes, or tho 
failure of dreams. Into every man's 
life tlicrc comes at times . pain and 
trial, bItlornpHH nad defeat, and tho In- 
escapable Injustice of the world. But 
If any of llir.se things should happen, 
you must let your thougiits drift back 
to old AlcOili, where your education 
taught you to be unbeaten by exter- 
nal things. 

You arc here today to rededicate 
yourselves to the ideals on' witich your 
Alma Mater was founded, and for 
which she has ftlwayn stood, and there 
is much that I would like to say to 
you of these things. I Avould like to 
speak of McGlll's gratitude for tho 
support you have always given, for 
tho chivalry you have always shown 
and for the loyalty you have always 
manifested to your Alnio, Mater. But 
l>efora I close I wish to say a few 
words to those whose names have 
boon added to-day to our roll of grad- 
mitcs, and In these words to you, tho 
old graduates, 'may find something not 
imworthy of your attention. To thorn 
I would say: Y'ou have enjoyed here 
superior privileges which it is your 
duty to Imparl to others. Stand four- 
square for tho principles of conduct 
you have been t.aught ; utter to your 
country the truths you have learned. 
Uemembor that it is the spirit of your 
nation and not its material progress 
that will conquer In the end, nnd that 
it Is Ideals that move the world. You 
will meet with many men In high or in 
obscure places who have no ideals of 
citizenship: who believe in public gain 
without public service. The influence 
of these men .vou will find easy to 
off-sot if yuu keep your colours fly- 
ing, if you bolieve that while there is 
hope there is life, and If y<ju turn all 
your knowledge and power to tho per- 
formance of to-days' duty. Remem- 
ber that to bo disinterested is to be 
strong, and that the world is at the 
feet of him whom it cannot tempt 
Remember with L,owell that there l.s 
unbounded strength in "one faith 
against ti whole world's unbelief, — in 
one soul against tlie flesh of all man- 
kind." You go forth today into the 
sunlight of life with the great tradi- 
tiona of this place to maintain in your 
future careers. You arc young, and 
therefore the envy of your elders. The 
chance of youth-Ja always the greatest 
chance In the worldd. the chance of the 
uncharter sea, of the untraversd land, 
of tho undiscovered country. You ai-c 
going forth to battle In one of the 
greatest periods In tho world's his 
lory. I am not a pessimist. To me 
the outlook for the world la bright so 
long as wo keep our faith. Indeed, 
perhaps, the outlook for our wol'ld was 
never so hopeful a^ it la at the present 
time. But it needs the strength and 
the Idealism of you who are young to 
make these hopes realities. Y'our re- 
sponsibility for yourselves is such n 
responsibility as tho raco has novor 
known. There is a clarion call to hu- 
man worth and to human> power. You 
dare not tail to answer that call. Re- 
member that what does' not perish in 
man is his personal influence. We 
aro all creatures of heredity and en- 
vironment, and if we strive to sluipe 
wisely the envlronmonl of those about 
us, and to transmit to them what is 
good lo us, wc shall live, and the

McGill University. "While the assembly 
were still standing, the Alma Mater 
sung, after which the proceedings be- 
gan. 

The first item was the awarding 
of diplomas, both ot Physical Educa- 
tion and of Licentiate in Music, Thia 
accomplished, and each one receiving 
his, and her, Individual quota of aip- 
pla-use, the degrees were conferred with 
the usual ceremony, the benediction 
being given by Sir Arthur Currle. De- 
grees were conferred for Bachelor of 
Science in Agriculture, Bachelor of 
Commerce, Bachelor of Science in Arts. 
Bachelor of Science in Applied Science, 
Bachelor of Arts, Doctor, of Dental 
Surger>', Doctor of Medicine and Mas- 
ter of Surgery, Master of Science In 
Agriculture, Master of Science, and 
Doctor of Philosophy. 

The Important event of the Convo- 
cation, that of the conferring the Hon- 
orary Degree of Doctor of Laws on 
the 'Right Honourable Viscount Wil- 
llngdon, G.C.S.L. G.C.M.G., C.G.I.B., 
G.B.E., was the next in order of pro- 
cedure. The GovemorTGeneral, In the 
scarlet and white gown of the IAj.D., 
was presented by the Principal, and 
amid a scAemn hush received the hood 
and the degree, the latter the first 
literary degree ot hie distinguished 
career. There was a storm of applause 
as the Governor-General then resumed 
his seat. 

The degree of Doctor of Laws was 
then conferred In a like manner on 
Dr. Frederick Gault Flnley, M.D., C.B., 
Jimerltus Professor of Medicine of 
ilcGlll University, Frederick George 
Scott, C.M.G., D.S.O., M.A., D.C.L., 
Rector of St. Matthew's Church, Que- 
bec, and Mr. Samuel John Willis,, B.A. 
Superintendent of Education, British 
Columbia. Ijord WlUingdon then rose 
for a speech of acknowledgment, in 
which be thanked McGUl for the hon- 
our conferred on him, expressed his 
appreciation of their kindness and his 
hope of again vielting the University, 
on which he declared he was deeply 
interested. 

The piano then struck up, and a 
chorus of lusty male and fçma le voices, 
under the able direction of Professor 
Ol^pperton, ' sang W. F. Hcedmap'.s 
famous McG^U song, "Rah, Rah, Rail 
for Old MoGIll, Boys!"
